42 Survivors Picked Up 


Battering Waves. 


BELFAST, Jan. 31 (UP)—The 
British coastal steamer Princess 
Victoria sank today in the storm- 
lashed Irish sea with a heavy loss 
of life among the 183 passengers 
and crew. 

Forty-two survivors had been 
picked up, at the latest report. 
The remainder of those aboard 
were in the water and most of 
them feared dead. 

(The Associated Press said 
shore stations which intercepted 


rted 100 to 130 persons were 
lieved to have lost their lives.) 
Some survivors were snatched 
from the waves by coast guard 
lifeboats, tugs, merchant ships 
and naval craft that went to the 
aid of the 2694-ton vessel. But 
rescue efforts were hampered by 
the mountainous seas piled up by 
winds that blew in gusts up to 
120 miles an hour. Blinding snow 
and sleet filled the air. 

Neither the stricken vessel nor 
the rescue ships that arrived soon 
after orders were given to aban- 
don ship were able to lower their 
lifeboats. 

An Admiralty spokesman in 
London said a heavy loss of life 
was indicated. 

20 Survivors Picked Up. 
Rescue vessels reported sight- 
ing apparently. lifeless persens 
being tossed by the wild waves 
amongst the wreckage and debris 
that covered the area. Twenty 
survivors were picked up by one 
lifeboat sent out from the little 
port of Donaghadee. “Several”

One vessel reported it sighted 
a lifeboat full of people and a 
second with only one man 
aboard. 

One rescue vessel signaled: 
“Position hopeless. Weather ter- 
rible, but we are doing the best 
we can.” 

Water Enters Engine Room. 
The Princess Victoria was on 
its regular 36-mile run between 
Stranraer, Scotland, and Larne, 
Northern Ireland, when it was 
struck by the storm. The ves- 
sel tipped over at a 36-degree 
list, and water washed over one 
side of its deck and into the en- 
gine room. The ship’s master, 
James Ferguson of Stranraer, sent 
out an SOS and gave orders to 
abandon ship. 

The sharp list made it next to 
impossible to float liferafts, how- 
ever. 

After that no more messages 
were received from the Princess 
Victoria. 

Among the passengers were 
Maj. J. M. Sinclair, Northern Ire- 
land’s Finance Minister; Sir Wal- 
ter Smiles, 
member of Parliament, and Sir 
Walter Scott, permanent secre- 
tary to the Northern Ireland Fi- 
nance Ministry.

The Government of the United States 
is not a prize to be won by the faction 
which is capable of occupying the most 
billboard space, newsprint, or radio and 
television time; but by those who heve 
been able to compete on equal terms 
in any medium of communication. 

With this thought in mind I suggest 
the following: 

1. All election expenses should be 
— from federal, state and local 

nas; 

2. This subsidization should be based 
on some formula, e.g., 25 cents or 50 

cents for every potential voter in the 
— area; 
3. Publicity to be apportioned equally 
among the various candidates by com- 
mittees representative of these candi- 


4. Ethical standards must be estab 
lished to prevent interference with free- 
dom of on, GENE SACKS.

Again, Butter Trouble 

Butter costs the housewife between 75 and 90 
cents a pound. Margarine costs around 33 cents 
a pound. Is it any wonder that last year Ameri- 
cans consumed almost as much margarine per 
capita as butter? That since 1935-39 butter con- 
sumption has been cut in half, while margarine 
consumption has more than doubled? That the 
production of butter has declined from more 
than two billion pounds a year in 1935-39 to a 
little over one billion pounds today? 

But if the average housewife cannot afford 
butter, the United States Government not only 
can but legally must. Under the price. support 
program, the Government is now buying a mil- 
lion pounds of butter every day in order to keep 
the price of butter where it now is. 

In November, the. price fell below “parity,” 
and the mandatory price support law came into 
effect. Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, exer- 
cising the Government’s option to support the 
price anywhere between 75 and 90 per cent of 
parity, pegged the support level at 90 per cent. 
By the end of March, fhe Government may own 
100,000,000 pounds of butter. 

Some of that butter wil] go into school lunches, 
some to welfare agencies. Some will probably be 
given away as a form of foreign aid. The last 
time the Government supported butter prices— 


in 1949 and 1950—it gave away 100,000,000 


pounds in these ways. 


Butter prices so high that many people cannot 
afford to buy it; butter prices kept high by the 
expenditure of taxpayers“ money in Government 
purchases; butter given away by the Govern- 
ment in order to get rid of H. HOW much sense 
does all this make? The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion will soon have to face the question, as part 
of the general farm problem now coming into 
focus again. 

It may be assumed that butter producers and 
other farmers are not going to be cut off from 
all federal aid. But the kind of aid and the ex- 
tent of it demand review. A lower support price 
for butter might induce eonsumers to use more, 
and producers to make legs; the advantages of 
this course must be balanced against the loss of 
farm income that would follow. And Congress 
ought to ask itself whether some form of farm 
aid cannot be devised which will induce con- 
sumption of surpluses instead of withholding 
them from consumption. To price butter out of 
the market for millions of people, by: Govern- 
ment purchases which must then be given away 
or destroyed, offends common sense.

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Safe Intention, Dangerous Method 

The bills for compulsory automobile insurance 
which have been introduced in the Missouri 
Legislature may seem on their face to be good 
ways of promoting safety. 

Representative Beckerle of St. Louis has just 
introduced such a bill in the House. Earlier 
one had been filed in the Senate by Senator 
Allen of Rockport. He said he thought it would 
force unsafe automobiles and trucks off the 
highways and reduce automobile insurance rates. 


A glance at the record, will show that com- 
pulsory insurance likely will do neither. 

Massachusetts is the only state that has com- 
pulsory insurance for all drivers. When a driver 
gets such a bad record that no insurance com- 
pany will insure him, all the insurance com- 
panies operating as a pool are requifed to do so. 
The state law leads to such muddles that this 
year Massachusetts had to reprieve 25,000 mo- 
torists who had been classified as bad risks, so 
that they could get insurance in time to buy 
their licenses. 

As for Senator Allen’s idea that compulsory 
insurance would lower cost, in the first nine 
years of Massachusetts’ noble experiment the 
cost of the policy carried by most motorists in- 
creased from $41 to $65. During the same period 
fatalities increased 13 per cent and the number 
of alleged injuries almost doubled. 


Insurance companies generally oppose the 
compulsory idea. So does the American Automo- 
bile Association. Many observers believe compul- 
sory insurance makes drivers more reckless. It 
is also believed to promote fraud and racketeer- 
ing in claims, which the policy-holder pays for 
-eventually. 

In Massachusetts there has been much politi- 
cal tampering with the law, with unfortunate 
results. 

Perhaps the most telling evidence that com- 
pulsory insurance is not the answer is the fact 
that no other state has adopted it. New York 
State year before last adopted compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance for drivers under 21, sinte 
teen-age drivers—a problem throughout the na- 
tion—are an especial problem there. In other 
states compulsory insurance bills have . been 
introduced year in and year out. Still Massa- 
chusetts remains after 21 years the only state 
that has adopted it for all drivers. 

Forty tive states have financial responsibili- 
ty laws—all but Louisiana, Mississippi and South 
Carolina. Most of them are based on the AAA 
model, which requires financial security after 
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organization.

No Second Class Stars in the Flag 


A strange reservation upon the admission of 
new states to the Union is proposed by Repre- 
sentative. Coudert of New York. He wants a 
constitutional Samendmeént giving Congress 

‘decide, whether a new State shall have 
two Senators, as do all 48 States, or whether 
it shall have one or none. Admission of Hawaii 
and Alaska should be held up until such an 
amendment is ratified by the States, Mr. Cou- 
dert believes, 

‘Surely Mr. Coudert must know that Alaska, 
with 128,643, has a larger population than did 
Missouri and Illinois together when they were 
admitted into the Union. Hawaii, with 499,794, 
has a latger population than Delaware, Nevada, 
Vermont and Wyoming combined possess now. 

Equal representation in the Senate was part 
of the price the States paid to transform a 
weak, unworkable confederation into a strong 
federal union. It has not proved too great a 
price. The arrangement does not achieve abso- 
lute justice, but it does achieve a rough approxi- 
mation which has worked out in practice. 

What kind of justice would it be to deny the 
same equality to new-States when by the yard- 
stick used they were not only equal but superior 
to four of the existing States? 

Mr. Coudert's plan would set up second and 
third class States, with one Senator and no 
Senator respectively. That, we think, would be 
offensive to the whole philosophy of federal 
union on which this country is founded. There 
is no more place for second class States in our 
scheme of things than there is for second class 
citizens. , 

The population figures offer no good reason 
to deny statehood to Alaska and Hawaii any 
longer.

MecCarthy’s Next Target

As the Eighty-third Congress begins op- 
erations, Senator Joseph McCarthy of Wis- 
consin—the man who has made it his busi- 
ness to win votes by exploiting the inter- 

nal Communist threat—will be back at his 
old job — As the new chatman of the 
Senate Committee on Government Opera- 
tions, McCarthy will be in an even more 
advantageous position to continue his reck- 
less accusation of unproved guilt. 


The Wisconsin Senator has assured the 
public that his investigations will continue 
with full force in the future. Recent an- 
nouncements of McCarthy’s further inten- 
tions hit close to home. The field he next 
expects to enter is education. The Senator 
evidently now considers it his job to rake 
our colleges and universities for what he 
calls “Communist thinkers.” 

.McCarthy—realizing that favor for free 
expression of thought is strongest in the 
educational system—is prepared for the 
job ahead of him. He is well aware of the 
resistance he will meet, but he plans to go 
ahead, probably believing our colleges to 
be excellent pastures for the further 
growth of McCarthyism. ~* 


The Senator recently said, in discussing 
the planned investigation of education, that 
when such probes begin “. . all hell 
breaks loose. From coast to coast you hear 
the screaming of interference with academ- 
ic freedom.” MtCarthy discounts this re- 
sistance, however, saying: 

“You and I know full well that there is 
no freedom of thought, no freedom of ex- 
pression on the part of a Communist teach- 
er. His thinking is set forth for him and if 
he deviates one iota he is out of the party. 
So that's a completely false claim that 
you're interfering with freedom of thought, 
freedom of expression when you get rid of 
Communists. The person who is trying to 
get rid of them and get good honest Amer- 
icans in your schools and ¢olleges is the 
man who is trying to promote freedom of 
thought and expression in college.” 

This is Senator McCarthy’s excuse. By 
saying that the Communists are the ones 
who exercise thought control and that get- 
ting “good honest Americans” on school 
faculties will restore real freedom of 
thought and expression, he attempts to jus- 
tify a wild witch hunt on the campus.

A Recollection of the “Iron Mountain Babe”

Father Ellis uses revealing anecdotes 
to make significant points. “The Cardi- 
nal once met a woman at a social gather- 
ing (who) made bold to ask him how 
far he thought the infallibility of the Pope 
extended. ‘Madame,’ (he replied) ‘that 
is not an easy question. All I can say is 
that a few months ago in Rome His Holi- 
ness called me Jibbons.“ 

Homely insights are all the more neces- 
sary because of the numerous important 
occasions in the life of the prelate when 
he appeared to the public only as a per- 
sonage wearing elaborate vesture. 

James Gibbons was born in Baltimore 
in 1834 and died there as Cardinal Arch- 
bishop in 1921. His parents in time re- 
turned to their native Ireland where, James 
received his early education and formed 
many enduring friendships. After the 
death of hfs father, the family again emi- 
grated to the United States, this time set- 
tling in New Orleans, where the studious 
James diyided his time between further 


, schooling and work as a grocer’s clerk. 


Later he studied at the Sulpician Seminary 

in Baltimore and was ained for that 

diocese in 1861.

Father Ellis portrays the life of the 
young priest and bishop in Maryland, 
North Carolina and Virginia in all its 
harsh simplicity. The best-selling “Faith 
of Our Fathers” was written under these 
circumstances, Lacking much rhetorical , 
grace, it nevertheless continues a convert- 
maker with few rivals. 

Elevation to the cardinalate in 1887 was 
regarded as a recognition of the Church in 
America as well as of the worthiness of 
the Archbishop of Baltimore. 

The topical method employed may be 
responsible for much of the book’s repeti- 
tion. Nevertheless, the store of valuable in- 
formation here is at, and the m- 
inating reader may glean how we came by 
the hard eore in which our present spirit- 
ual and liturgical upsurge is rooted.

What was there was 
good and it undoubtedly encouraged teachers and parents 
who realized what a lift to the spirit a creative expression 
can give a child,

TOO OFTEN, art, creative art, is brushed aside in our 
schools as a “fad and a frill,” and the children are deprived 
of something that would bring them joy in their efforts, 
spiritual growth through the use of their creative energy. 

Virtually all children love beauty. When a school passes 
this opportunity to teach children to express themselves, it is 
a great mistake, for it helps character growth, as well as 
craftsmanship. 

The art teachers need help from their school boards, from 
their communities, and from the nation as a whole, for 
their work is essential.

This event, sponsored by the 
American Dental Association and 
its local societies, is designed to 
focus public interest on the need 
for better dental health for our 
children. The observation of 
Children's Dental Health Day 
next Monday is very timely in St 
Louis where an ordinance to flu- 
oridate the St. Louis water sup. 
ply—the most effective preventive 
of tooth decay—is now under con- 
sideration by the Board of Alder- 
men.

DENTAL DECAY is one of the 
most prevalent diseases of child- 
hood. It afflicts more than 90 per 
cent of our children. The children 
in this country receive only about 
one-third of the fillings they re- 
quire. Without adequate preven- 
tive or control measures it is 
probable that this generation of 
children will have lost half their 
teeth before the age of 40. 

It pays to take care of your 
teeth. To have and to keep good 
sound teeth the following recom- 
mendations are offered: 

Fluoridation of community wa- 
ter supplies—means 66 per cent 
less dental decay for those who 
drink fluoride-bearing water from 
birth to age 12. This protection, 
once obtained in childhood, con- 
tinues throughout life. The Amer- 
ican Dental Association reports. 
“The evidence to demonstrate the 
safety and effectiveness of the 
fluoridation procedure is so over- 
whelming that there is no justi- 
fication for further denying to 
large numbers of children the 
benefits of better dental health.”
